‘It did not work out and wo havo to close’ 


Former YMCA will close amid rising deficits, falling enrollment

A valiant fight ended last 
Thursday as the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the West of the River Fam¬ 
ily Center voted unanimously to 
close the nonprofit community 
center on Friday, Dec. 30. 

The vote to close came after 
the board learned that Stick Time 
Sports was withdrawing from 
a deal with the family center to 
combine resources at Stick Time’s 
facility. Without the deal, board 
members agreed, there was no 
hope to keep the nonprofit going. 

“We did not have any choice,” 


said Joseph Mineo, chair¬ 
man of the board, who is also 
an Agawam city councilor. 
He said the family center, in its 
current location, was bringing in 
about $8,000 in membership fees 
each month, with $20,000 in bills. 

“It simply did not make sense 
and we tried to do something by 
joining with Stick Time,” he said. 
“But it did not work out and we 
have to close.” 

The community center opened 
at 61 Springfield St. in October 
2014 as the Agawam YMCA Well¬ 
ness and Program Family Center. 
When the Greater Springfield 
YMCA withdrew its sponsorship 


in June of this year — also because 
of stagnant membership levels — 
the members, staff and advisory 
board of the Agawam branch kept 
the community center alive as 
an independent nonprofit, with 
considerable financial and ad¬ 
ministrative help from the Valley 
Opportunity Council, a nonprofit 
agency based in Holyoke. 

Mineo said the money pro¬ 
vided by the VOC was meant to 
be paid back at some point. With 
the nonprofit being dissolved, the 
money will not be paid back to 
the VOC. 
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The sign still says “We are open” at the West of the River Family Center, but 
members learned this week that the community center will close Dec. 31.

HUMAN TRAFFICKING 

Police arrest operator of 2nd ‘massage parlor’ in town

After raiding Feeding Hills 
Spa — a second-fioor “massage 
parlor” business on Springfield 
Street allegedly based on human 
trafficking and forced prostitu¬ 
tion — police last week arrested 
a Feeding Hills resident, Chun Nu 
Li, 50, in New York. 

It was the second arrest that 
week relating to prostitution and 


human trafficking in Agawam. 
Law enforcement agencies led by 
the state attorney general’s office, 
including Agawam Police, had 
raided Agawam Massage Ther¬ 
apy near the South End Bridge 
on Dec. 13, and that day arrested 
Shuzi Li, 52, of West Springfield. 

Chun Nu Li, the alleged op¬ 
erator of Feeding Hills Spa, was 
arrested on Dec. 16 by New York 
State Police in the Flushing 
neighborhood of Queens, N.Y. 


The Hampden district attorney’s 
office said it expected her to be 
returned to Massachusetts “soon” 
to face prostitution and human 
trafficking charges. 

“Human trafficking is an es¬ 
pecially detestable crime, which 
preys on vulnerable people for 
the financial profit of the per¬ 
petrator,” commented Anthony 
Gulluni, the district attorney, in a 
prepared statement. “The Hamp¬ 
den district attorney’s office and 


its law enforcement partners are 
committed to stopping this form 
of exploitation and firmly apply¬ 
ing the law to these offenders. I 
would like to thank the Massa¬ 
chusetts State Police detectives 
assigned to my office, particularly 
Trooper Matthew Simpson, who 
spent many hours on this compli¬ 
cated investigation.

Mayor 
won’t get 
a raise 

Proposed hike in 
school board 
stipend also fails

The mayor’s salary is staying 
the same after the Agawam City 
Council voted against a proposed 
$10,000 increase on Monday 
night. 

In a similar split vote, the ma¬ 
jority of councilors also rejected 
a $2,000 raise in the annual sti¬ 
pend for the six elected School 
Committee members. Annual 
pay rates will remain at $85,000 
for the mayor and $5,000 for the 
school board. 

The mayor has not seen an 
increase since 2008, but Mayor 
Richard Cohen — who has been 
in office nearly all that time — 
had gone on record stating if 
the council passed the raise, he 
would veto it. 

The ordinance was sponsored 
by Councilor Christopher John¬ 
son, himself a former mayor and, 
more recently, a political rival 
of Cohen’s during his recently 
concluded tenure as president 
of the City Council. It was based 
on a proposal by School Commit¬ 
tee member Anthony Bonavita, 
who had also suggested raising 
the City Council stipend from 
$10,000 to $12,000, though John¬ 
son did not bring that proposal to 
the council. 

Johnson said he asked for sal¬ 
ary increases for the mayor and 
School Committee in order to

The Agawam Public Library was pre¬ 
sented earlier this year with two signed 
copies of Jean Welt Taylor’s book “Gentle 
Hand to Victory,” a biography of Anne Sul¬ 
livan, the lifelong teacher of Helen Keller. 
The books were obtained from Taylor by 
Lyle Pearsons, co-founder and director of 
the Red Door Theatre in Feeding Hills. 

Pearsons, while writing a play about 
Sullivan, found inspiration and valuable 
information in Taylor’s book. After locating 
her in Arizona, Pearsons called and asked 
for permission to use some of her research. 
He also received permission to send her a 
number of her books to autograph, for use 
in fundraisers to repair the small monu¬ 
ment that designates Sullivan’s birthplace. 
The plaque marks the location of an old 
boarding house where she was born on 
South Westfield Street in Feeding Hills. 

Pearsons’ play, “Teacher, the Annie Sul¬ 
livan Story,” premiered in April at the Red 
Door Theatre in celebration of the 150th 
anniversary of Sullivan’s birth. Many local

leaders, including members of the Histor¬ 
ical Society, Library Council, Arts Council, 
which gave the theater a grant to help fund 
the project, the Rotary Club and the City 
Council were in attendance. Following the 
performance. Mayor Richard Cohen pre¬ 
sented the Red Door Theatre with a procla¬ 
mation thanking the theater for its 25 years 
of operation and serving the community 
and its young people with award-winning 
live theater. 

Pearsons told the audience that Tay¬ 
lor, a former Feeding Hills resident and a 
descendant of Sullivan, insisted copies of 
her book go to the Historical Society and 
the Agawam Library so others might en¬ 
joy and come to know this remarkable, 
world-renowned woman from their own 
hometown.

Council split on 2% raise approved for town empioyees

The Agawam City Council approved an addi¬ 
tional $77,303 to spend on the new contract for 
the various unions covering town employees on 
Monday night. 

The approval did not come without some dis¬ 
sent, but the approval of funding for the union 
contract means they will be funded for the next 
three years. It also come much sooner than the 
two previous contracts. 

Some of the main highlights of the new con¬ 
tract are 2 percent cost-of-living salary increases 
each year for the three years of the contract. On 
top of that. Councilor Christopher Johnson said 
the police officers and firefighters also received 
additional increases to their base salaries. 

Though Johnson said he was not against sal¬ 
ary increases and cost-of-living increases for all 
employees, he said Mayor Richard Cohen ex¬ 
ceeded the funding the council provided for him 
to negotiate with. 

Council President James Cichetti said the 
town budgeted $325,000 to be put toward salary 
increases for contract negotiations. 

“This is going to cost the town more than 
$400,000 per year for the next two years as well,” 
said Johnson. “I just want the council to be 
aware of how much we are spending. Once we 
approve this, we are bound to fund the contracts 


for years two and three.” 

Cohen disagreed with Johnson’s assessment 
of the contract funding. He said the $325,000 is 
an estimate that he starts out with for the ne¬ 
gotiations. 

“We have always started out with an estimate 
for cost-of-living,” said Cohen. “Then we appro¬ 
priate more money from free cash once the con¬ 
tracts are negotiated.” 

Councilor Robert Rossi was one of the votes 
against the contracts. He said was in favor of 
raises, but was against other aspects of the con¬ 
tract. 

Johnson told the council that the contract 
vote every three years is one of the most import¬ 
ant votes the legislative body takes. 

“These contracts are just a part of it,” said 
Johnson. “We also have the School Committee 
raises that we will also have to fund. It will add 
up to more than $1 million each year.” 

The Finance Subcommittee voted to make no 
recommendation on the contracts. Councilor 
Paul Cavallo, a member of that committee, said 
there were too many conflicting opinions on the 
subcommittee to make a recommendation. 

“We felt it was something we wanted to air 
out in front of the entire council,” said Cavallo. 

Cavallo said he felt 2 percent was reasonable 
and a cost-of-living adjustment that most mu¬ 
nicipalities are giving employees. He implored 
the councilors to approve the contracts and the 


additional funding. 

When it came to the additional funding for 
the contracts, which came from free cash, coun¬ 
cilors Cecilia Calabrese, Donald Rheault, and 
Robert Rossi voted against the resolution. Coun¬ 
cilor Richard Theroux recused himself from the 
entire issue because his son is an employee of 
the town. 

When it came to approval of the actual con¬ 
tract, only Rheault cast a dissenting vote. 

The council also approved an order to move 
nearly $400,000 to the various salary accounts 
for the employees the contracts affected. Be¬ 
cause the contracts are retroactive to the begin¬ 
ning of the current fiscal year, the employees in 
the various union will receive pay increases ret¬ 
roactive to July. 

The affected unions were the police supervi¬ 
sors, police patrolmen, building maintenance, 
firefighters, public works, clerical and adminis¬ 
trative unions. It was the first time in the past 
three budget cycles that contracts were funded 
before the change of the calendar. The last two 
contracts were not funded until April, with em¬ 
ployees getting retroactive pay dating back nine 
months. 

“I am very happy to have all 13 contracts 
completed,” said Cohen. “That includes the town 
and school employee contracts.”

M ore than 100 years ago, one of New York’s 
great daily newspapers, The Sun, published 
a letter to the editor and an editorial whose 
fame endure to this day. After originally publishing it 
Sept. 21,1897, the newspaper reprinted it annually for 
50 years until it ceased publishing. 

Today, the Agawam Advertiser News is proud to 
pick up this tradition and reprint Francis P. Church’s 
famous editorial, one of the finest descriptions of 
Christmas spirit ever committed to newsprint. We 
share this with you in the spirit of the holidays. 

Dear editor: 

1 am 8 years old. 

Some of my little friends say there is no Santa Claus. 
Papa says, Tf you see it in THE SUN it’s so.’ 

Please tell me the truth; is there a Santa Claus? 
Virginia O’Hanlon, 115 W. 95th St. 

Virginia, your little friends are wrong. They have 
been affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. They 
do not believe except they see. They think that noth¬ 
ing can be which is not comprehensible by their little 
minds. All minds, Virginia, whether they be men’s or 
children’s, are little. In this great universe of ours man 
is a mere insect, an ant, in his intellect, as compared 
with the boundless world about him, as measured by 
the intelligence capable of grasping the whole of truth 
and knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as 
certainly as love and generosity and devotion exist, 
and you know that they abound and give to your life 
its highest beauty and joy. Alas! How dreary would be 
the world if there were no Santa Claus. It would be 
as dreary as if there were no Virginias. There would 
be no childlike faith then, no poetry, no romance to 
make tolerable this existence.

The partnership with Stick Time, an 
indoor sports training facility across the 
parking lot from the family center’s current 
location, was intended to boost revenues, 
by attracting new members from families 
of athletes who practice at Stick Time, and 
dramatically cut expenses. Mineo said the 
family center’s rent payments at Stick Time 
were going to be one-third what they are 
now. 

On Nov. 29, the Board of Directors had 
informed a group of members that they 
“had a deal” with the owner of Stick Time 
Sports. 

The plan was for the West of the River 
Family Center to move into Stick Time and 
occupy part of their space with equipment 
and space for classes and activities. The 
two entities would also take advantage of 
cross-promotion between their member¬ 
ships to hopefully build more programs 
and attract more members. 

Mineo said he had signed a purchase or¬ 
der for new equipment so the family center 
no longer needed to lease exercise equip¬ 
ment from the Springfield YMCA. 

But on Dec. 12, Mineo said he received a 
letter from Stick Time President Sean Pro¬ 
vost that stated Stick Time did not wish to 
pursue a relationship with West of the Riv¬ 


er. 

“Unfortunately, due to many uncertain¬ 
ties, we feel at this time that is in our best 
interest to work independently and we 
regrettably wish to pass on the proposed 
solution of working with the West of the 
River Family Center,” Provost stated in his 
letter. “We truly appreciate all the board’s 
efforts to try and accomplish a partner¬ 
ship.” 

Provost further stated that Stick Time 
would attempt to offer classes and activi¬ 
ties that would be of interest to West of the 
River members. 

Mineo confirmed that he never reached 
a formal contract with Stick Time, though 
he felt one was imminent because he had 
signed an agreement for West of the Riv¬ 
er to pay for equipment ordered by Stick 
Time. The equipment was ordered by Stick 
Time because they were able to secure a 
good deal, Mineo said. 

“The order for equipment was cancelled 
after Stick Time withdrew their interest,” 
said Mineo. 

The West of the River Family Center 
planned to hold a meeting Tuesday, Dec. 
20, to inform its members of the impending 
closure.

attract more qualified candidates in the bi¬ 
annual elections, especially for the mayor’s 
seat. The 2015 elections saw just seven can¬ 
didates for the six School Committee seats, 
and just one write-in candidate offering 
the only opposition to Cohen. In contrast, 
there were 17 candidates for the 11 council 
seats. 

“You get you pay for,” Johnson told his 
fellow councilors. “And we can certainly 
act with political expediency and turn this 
down. But we need to attract more quali¬ 
fied candidates.” 

Cohen said he did not take Johnson’s 
comments about “qualified candidates” 
personally, and is focused on his job. 

“I have a thick skin, so I did not take 
those comments personally,” Cohen said. 
“I sit in this seat every day, and I think the 
town is in very good shape.” 

He added that he is happy with the sal¬ 
ary he receives and does not want to make 
any changes. 

“I did not get into public service for the 
money,” he said. 

Councilor Richard Theroux, chairman 
of the Legislative Subcommittee, said his 
committee considered both requests care¬ 
fully, but ultimately voted 4-0 not to recom¬ 
mend any salary increases. 


“At this time, the committee felt it 
was about public service,” he said. “Peo¬ 
ple join the School Committee because 
they are interested in what is going 
on in town. It is not about the money 
that is paid to the committee member.” 
Theroux, who has held elected and ap¬ 
pointed offices in town government since 
the 1970s, said he recalled a time when city 
councilors received just $500 for the year. 
He also said some elected officials in other 
towns do not receive pay. 

The mayor’s salary increase failed with 
a 7-3 vote. Councilors Anthony Suffriti, 
Joseph Mineo and Johnson voted in favor. 
Only Johnson and Suffriti voted in favor 
of the School Committee salary increase, 
which failed 7-2. Mineo abstained because 
his son, Carmino Mineo, is a School Com¬ 
mittee member. 

Johnson said he compiled a list of the 
top 50 salaries in municipal government; 
the mayor, at $85,000, does not even ap¬ 
pear on the list. Ahead of the mayor are 
not just department heads, including the 
police and fire chiefs, and superintendent 
of schools, but school building administra¬ 
tors and police and fire officers. 

The 50th highest salary is still $4,000 
ahead of the mayor, Johnson said.

tude to the Agawam Police Department for bringing this 
activity to our attention and for their partnership in the 
investigation. I also thank the Department of Homeland 
Security for its partnership and support.” 

On the morning of Dec. 13, the Massachusetts State Po¬ 
lice Detective Unit assigned to the Hampden district attor¬ 
ney’s office. Homeland Security investigators from Spring- 
field, and the Agawam Police Department executed search 
warrants in Feeding Hills following a five-month investiga¬ 
tion into allegations of prostitution and human trafficking. 
The warrants were for both Feeding Hills Spa, on the upper 
floor at 1226 Springfield St, and a private residence at 1162 
Springfield St 

During the search, two victims of human trafficking 
were identified, interviewed and reunited with family with 
the assistance of victim witness advocates working in the 
Hampden district attorney’s office. Police also identified a 
suspect, Chun Nu Li, and issued an arrest warrant. She was 
apprehended in New York three days later. 

James Leydon, a spokesman for the DA’s office, said the 
investigation is still ongoing. Earlier this week, an arraign¬ 
ment date had not yet been set for Chun Nu Li. 

Shuzi Li appeared in Northampton District Court on 
Dec. 14, pleading not guilty to charges of trafficking per¬ 
sons for sexual servitude, deriving support from prosti¬ 
tution and money laundering. According to the office of 
Attorney General Maura Healey, her Agawam business al¬ 
legedly recruited women, advertised sexual services online, 
set up appointments for sexual encounters, and arranged 
for transportation for the women. The women alleged¬ 
ly stayed in the same rooms where Shuzi Li arranged for 
them to provide sexual services to buyers for a fee. Author¬ 
ities alleged that the business operator typically received 
the majority of the profits from these sexual encounters.

Storm can’t stop wreath tradition

H undreds of people through¬ 
out Western Massachu¬ 
setts braved the bitter cold 
and a major snowstorm this past 
Saturday to pay tribute to veter¬ 
ans buried in Agawam. Volunteers 
laid wreaths at gravestones in the 
Massachusetts Veterans Memorial 
Cemetery on Main Street during a 
national event known as Wreaths 
Across America. 

More than 4,000 live wreaths 
with red bows were laid at grave¬ 
stones throughout the cemetery, 
where nearly 10,000 veterans and 
their spouses are interred. Indi¬ 
viduals and organizations donated 
$15 to sponsor a wreath. 

The tradition of honoring de¬ 
ceased veterans during the holiday 
season by laying a wreath at their 


gravestones began at Arlington 
National Cemetery in 1992 when a 
Maine businessman donated 5,000 
wreaths. 

This year, the wreaths placed 
at the Agawam cemetery were 
among more than 1 million 
wreaths placed at more than 1,000 
locations across the country on 
Dec. 17. 

Despite the weather, volunteers 
laid the largest number of wreaths 
ever at the Agawam cemetery for 
this event. The goal was to have 
enough sponsors so wreaths can 
be laid at each gravestone during 
Wreaths Across America Day, 
which is the third Saturday in De¬ 
cember.
